the washer. 

The washer or digesting receptacle A is 
formed of suitable material and has its jour- 
nals, B, mounted on bearings, C, the latter 
being on the walls or supports D. Passing 
through the journals B and into the washer 
A are supply pipes, E, for conveying water 
into the interior of the washer. Withinthe 
washer at each end thereof is a series of 
discharge pipes, F, connected to a supply 
pipe, E, by a rotatable sleeve, G, so as to 
be adapted to receive the water from the 
supply pipe and discharge it within the 
washer. Connected with angle irons, H, 

which are fastened to the inner wall of the 
washer, are teeth, J. 

The washer is provided with openings in 
its sides, which are normally closed by re- 
movable plates, L, secured in place by 
means of sliding bars, M, having lips, N, on 
their inner lower ends fitting in grooves in 
the outer flanges P, surrounding the open- 
ings and screw bolts Q, the latter working 
inthe bars and bearing on the plates so as 
to bind them in place on the flanges. Coni- 
cal hoods or strainers, R, are formed with 
supports, S, having a reticulated covering,T, 
thereon, the supports being clamped to- 
gether at the apex of the hood by means of 
screw bolts, U, and nuts, V, and around 
which the reticulated material is placed. The 
hoods are adapted to be inserted in the 
openings when the plates are removed, and 
are secured therein at their base by fasten- 
ing them to the side of the washer in any 
Suitable manner, so that they can be readily 
removed when so desired. 

One way of securing them may be by 
means of bands fastened to the supports of 
the hoods and having flanges which may 
be secured by screws tothe washer. For 
this purpose the hoods are provided with 
flanges, W, which contact with the outer 
edge of the wall of the opening, so that 
they may be connected thereto by any suit- 
able means. Leading into one of the pipes 
E is a steam supply pipe, X, for conveying 
steam into the washer, and leading into the 
other supply pipe is a supply pipe, Y, for 
bleaching material. 

Below the washer is a vat, Z, provided 
with a top, N’, having inclined sides and an 
opening therein, and a discharge pipe, A’, 
having an end portion, Ax, which is in the 
vat, formed with a rotatable joint, B’, where- 
by the end portion may be moved tothe right 
or left, as indicated by the arrows, Fig. 2, 
and thereby adapt its open end tothe height 
of the material in the vat. The pipe A’ is 
connected with a lifting injector, C’, hav- 
ing a discharge pipe, D’, communicating 
with one of the pipes E. 

To rotate the washer, the following de- 
scribed mechanism is employed: To one 
end of the washer is secured a worm wheel, 
E’, which is engaged by a worm, F’, on a 
rotary shaft, G’, the latter having a bevel 
wheel, H’, which meshes with a bevel pinion, 
J,on a driving shaft, K’, receiving rotary 
motion from any suitable motor. 

The manner of operating the device is as 
follows: The paper stock, consisting of old 
paper or other suitable material, is placed 
‘n the washer and saturated with a quan- 
ty of alkali from the vat, along with a 
solution of new alkali passed into the washer

After the pulp 
has been properly 
washed the hoods are 
removed and the plates 
are replaced and a prop- 
er amount of bleach is 
conveyed into the pulp 
by the pipes V, Eand F. 
When properly bleached 
the pulp is discharged 
into any suitable recep- 
tacle. 

When the washer is 
refilled with stock the 
alkali which is held in 
the vat Z is reconveyed 
to the washer by means 
of the pipe A’, lifting 
injector C’, pipe D’ and 
E until the stock be- 
comes thoroughly satu- 
rated with the alkali, 
thereby reusing the 
same. The stock is 
then boiled and the 
operation further car- 
ried on, as before de- 
scribed. P’ designates stuffing boxes con- 
nected with the journals B, so as to rotate 
therewith, and closely fitting on the pipes E, 
so as to form a close joint, preventing the 
escape of any water, &c., from the washer. 

The conical formation of the hoods or 
strainers R prevents clogging by the digested 
stock backing against the same as the fluid 
flows therethrough by reason of the ex- 


tended straining surface which is presented |

Regulating Pressure in Rotary 
Boilers. 


Great destruction usually attends the 
explosion of a rotary boiler. It may be 
asked why such a boiler should explode, 
there being no fire under it; but looking 
at the conditions this inquiry loses force. 

A rotary is filled with the stock which is 
to be treated and with the liquor used in 
the process, and these materials are heated 
by steam brought direet from the steam 
boilers. Inasmuch as the diameter of the 
rotary is about one-third greater than that 
of the boiler which supplies the steam the 
internal surface of the shell of the rotary is 





steam boilers, and any variation in pres- 
sure, especially if much increased, brings 
an enormous strain on the rotary. 

The temperature of the liquor in the ro- 
tary is that due to the pressure ; hence this 
vast body of liquid forms an immense reser- 
voir of power, ready to exert itself with 
destructive force if the opportunity is given. 
Now if the steam is from carelessness or 
other cause allowed to exceed the proper 
limit the safety of the rotary is endangered, 
and if rupture occurs this immense reservoir 
of power becomes active and fearfully de- 
structive. The steam connection between 
the steam boilers and the rotary should never 
be so left open and free as to sttbject the 
rotary to the strains due to the variations 
in pressure of the steam in the boilers ; but 
there should be an intermediate regulating 
or reducing valve to prevent the pressure on 
the rotary from exceeding a safe and fixed 
limit. An appliance for this purpose was 
suggested some years ago. The steam pipe 
from the boiler is connected first with a re- 
ducing valve or regulator on which is a 
steam gauge. Following this is a swing 
check valve which prevents any liquor in the 
rotary from running back into the reducer. 
On the top of the vertical pipe is a safety 
valve to relieve the rotary of any excess of 
pressure, should the reducer from any cause 
become inoperative. With the reducer and 
safety valve properly adjusted any re- 
quired and safe pressure can be maintained 
on the rotary, and the pressure to which 
the appliance is adjusted, cannot be ex- 
ceeded. Care should be used in having the 
reducer properly adjusted to the rotary to 


which it is to be attached.

This building will be on the site of the 
old Rogers Brothers stone sash mill, half a 
mile west of Mechanicsville, and the walls 
of the old building will be utilized as far as 
practicable, This new plant will add ma- 
terially to the manufacturing interests of 
Mechanicsville. 

An employee of the big pulp mill in 
Mechanicsville named John A. Ryan was 
almost cooked to death by a digester. Mr. 
Ryan was passing from one room to an- 
other one night this week when the electric 
lights went out in the mill. He stumbled 
in the dark and fell against the side of a 
digester. His hands were badly burned 
and also the side of his face. He managed 
to rise and sought to reach the outside of 
the mill, when he fell onto another digester 
and became wedged in between it and the 
brick wall. His cries for help aroused his 
daughter who was across the street in her 
bed chamber and she came to her father’s 
rescue. Ryan was taken home and his in- 
juries were dressed. It was feared at first 
that they would prove fatal, as he was fright- 
fully burned, but later developments point 
to an improved condition. 

The Philadelphia Traction Company is 
negotiating with the American Fiberite 
Company for several million feet of patent 
fibre subway pipe, for use in laying its 
trolley wire in the streets of Philadelphia.

The large New York 
World contract which the Hudson River 
Company has will be run on this machine 
Besides this machine there are six other 
machines working, turning off an aggre- 
gate of 70 tons of print paper per day.

Among its orders have been those 
for two Rowell noiseless screens for the 
Wisconsin River Paper and Pulp Company, 
of Stevens Point; one Rowell screen each 
for the Combined Locks Paper Company 
and C. W. Howard, of Menasha; four 1,000 
pound beating engines for the Neenah Pa- 
per Company ; one Elmer water wheel for 
the St. Cloud Paper Company, of St. Cloud, 
Minn.; one Rowell screen for the Michigan 
Paper Company, of Plainwell, Mich., and a 
steam regulator for the Bardeen Paper Com- 
pany, Otsego, Mich. 

In the progress of building operations for 
its new paper mill the Fox River Paper 
Company has torn down the Wambold and 
Lawrence flouring mills. The foundation 
walls of the machine room have been car- 
ried up to their full height and other stone 
masonry is in progress. 

The Badger Paper Company, of Kau- 
kauna, has started very important enlarge- 
ments of its wall paper making department. 
It now has four machines in operation and 
has ordered two more which are expected 
to be ready to go into operation about Sep. 
tember 1. Not satisfied with this it will 
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shortly commence the building of a factory 
adjoining its paper mill of sufficient size to 
accommodate from twelve to fifteen ma- 
chines, which will then be put in. The 
enterprise, by September 1, will employ 
from seventy-five to 100 men, all the skilled 
operators being brought from New York. 
The capacity on that date will be about 
20,000 rolls of paper per day, and the ulti- 
mate capacity from 50,000 to 60,000 rolls 
daily. It expects to be ready to show its 
goods by August 1. It will make all grades 
of wall paper except the cheap whites and 
browns, making gilt papers almost ex- 
clusively. If the wall paper trust can be 
brought about the company has a bent in 
its favor, but it will be guided by its inter- 
ests in the matter of going in. Further 
particulars about the enterprise will tran- 
spire later.

The month of July is generally con- 
ceded to be the dullest in the paper trade. 
At the present moment business is at a 
standstill, the principal houses being en- 
gaged in taking an inventory of stock. 

W. A. Fowler & Co. have removed to 212 
and 214 Monroe street, next door east to 
the J. W. Butler Paper Company. Their 
new quarters are four times as spacious and 
much more commodious than their former 
location, and they are now enabled to add 
several new lines of goods to their stock. 
They opened up business at the new stand 
on July 1, and as they were busy for ten 
days previously moving, things are now in 
pretty good shape for business. 

In my last letter I gave a history of the 
pioneer paper mill of the West, now in 
operation at St. Charles, Ill. In 1844 Hunt 
& Butler, the proprietors of the St. Charles 
Paper Mill, established a paper house at 40 
State street, Chicago, the first paper house 
in the city. In 1857 J. W. Butler, president 
of the J. W. Butler Paper Company, and 
brother of O. M. Butler, succeeded Mr. 
Hunt, the firm being knownas J. W. Butler 
& Co. In 1864 the style was changed to 
Laflin, Butler & Co., the firm locating at 42 
and 44 State street, two doors north of the 
original site. The rapid growth of the 
business soon compelled it to seek more 
spacious quarters, and it removed to 114 
and 116 Wabash avenue. In September, 
1870, the entire stock was destroyed by fire. 
The business was immediately reopened at 
144 and 146 Monroe street, with a ware- 
house at 14and 16 Market street. At about 
this period J. W. Butler & Co. succeeded 
Laflin, Butler & Co. On October 9, 1871, 
the entire business centre of Chicago was 
swept away in the great fire, taking away 
both the salesroom and warehouse of J. W. 
Butler & Co. Before the fire had ceased to 
burn, on the following day this firm opened 
up business on Desplaines street, between 
Randolph and Lake streets. From here it 
removed to Jefferson street, near Washing- 
ton, and then to 184 and 186 Monroe street, 
where its increased volume of business com- 
pelled it to remove to more spacious quar- 
ters, which it found at 173 and 175 Adams 
street, which in time became too narrow in 

| limit for the transaction of the firm’s vast | 
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187 Monroe street, where it remained until 
it moved into its present eligible and 
spacious quarters at 216 and 218 Monroe 
street. 

After the new mill at St. Charles was de- 
stroyed by fire O. M. Butler became inter- 
ested in a large paper mill at Lockport, IIL, 
and became Western manager of the Ameri- 
can Strawboard Company. While reading 
a report to the officials of the company at 
Toledo, Ohio, he was stricken with paraly- 
sis, in October, 1889. The first stroke took 
effect in his limbs, and from this he rallied 
somewhat, being able to get to his office 
again. Anotherstroke soon followed which 
took effect in his throat, and to which, after 
a struggle of two or three weeks, he suc- 
cumbed. O. M. Butler was a man of re- 
markable foresight, undaunted energy and 
great force of character, and although 
seventy years of age his mental and physi- 
cal faculties remained vigorous until he was 
stricken with fatal illness. His brother, 
]. W. Butler, came from his Vermont home 
in 1849, just before he attained his majority, 
and located at St. Charles, where he assisted 
in the management of the paper mill. In 
1857 he removed to Chicago to take charge 
of the pioneer paper house of the now West- 
ern metropolis and with which he has ever 
since been identified as its leading and 
most active spirit. The few years during 
which Mr. Butler lived at St. Charles, when 
he first came West, were sufficient to pre- 
possess him in its favor as a place fora 
home, and about a year ago he bought 
himself a magnificent residence there, where 
he now resides. L. S: D.

The present week opened with a big 
holiday. 

As usual, the Fourth of July is referred to 
as a disturbing factor in business, and to 
this is attributed the present quiet condition 
of the paper trade. 

The dullness complained of, however, is 
noticeable only in retail circles, as the mills 
are fairly busy. 

Importers of paper stock report no change 
in the markets. A period of quiet trade is 
always expected during the early part of 
July, and the present state of business is 
only in keeping with past records. 

The imports of paper stock during the 
past week were very light, owing to the ar- 
rival of but few steamers from abroad. The 
receipts include 1,816 bales of rags, 32 bales 
of paper waste and 404 bales of wood pulp. 

Chemical receipts were also light, the im- 
ports comprising 607 casks of bleaching 
powders, 200 drums of caustic soda, 208 
casks, 840 bags of soda ash, 86 casks of re- 
fined alkali and 935 bags of crude sulphur. 

The chemical market is without interest 
to either buyer or seller, as hardly anything 
is doing. Prices are unchanged, but it is in- 
timated that the early future may develop 
some changes of more than passing in- 
terest, whether for better or worse is not 
stated.

The Scribners moved 
through R. Cox, their counsel, to strike the 
defendants’ amended answer from the files. 
The motion was opposed by James A. 
Whitney, counsel for Funk & Wagnalls. 
In his decision Judge Lacombe holds that 
the motion is without merit and that the 
answer must stand. The answer alleges in 
substance that the Scribners have no law- 
ful copyright in the matter complained of 
and denies that the defendants infringe 
upon any legal right of the complainants. 


A matter of considerable importance to 
Canadian newsdealers, one which has been 
frequently brought to the attention of the 
Canadian Post Office Department during 
the last five years, has been decided. It re- 
lates to postage on foreign magazines and 
other periodicals. Canadian periodicals 
classed as newspapers are free, but foreign 
publications posted in Canada are charged 
1 cent per 4 ounces, equal to 4 cents per 
pound. The rate of postage on the same 
magazines posted in the United States ad- 
dressed to Canada is 1 cent per pound, and 
this, added tothe fact that single magazines 
addressed to subscribers in Canada and 
sent by mail escape duty. gave the Amer- 
ican newsdealer an undue advantage over 
his Canadian rival, who not only had to pay 
a higher rate of postage, but had to pay 
duty on his importations, which usually 
reached him by express. A. S. Irving, of 
the Toronto News Company, who has made 
frequent representations to the department 
on this subject, had an interview with the 
Postmaster General and his deputy and ob- 
tained a promise that the rate of postage 
would be reduced to 1 cent per pound. 
This, it appears, can be done by registra- 
tions under the existing act, but an attempt 
made by Mr. Irving to get paper covered 
books inserted in the 1 cent per pound rate 
was not successful, as that, it was stated, 
would require an amendment to the post 
office act. Books therefore remain at their 
present rate. 

A misunderstanding is reported to have 
arisen between the Post Office Department 
and Albert Daggett, of Brooklyn, who fur- 
nishes the Government its present supply 
of postal cards, and the Morgan Envelope 
Company, of Springfield, Mass., concerning 
the awarding of a contract for postal cards. 
It is said that the Post Office Department 
wished a new supply of cards until Oc- 
tober 1, 1893, when the right of the pres- 
ent department to make contracts expires. 
Those first proposed were about the size of

Where such label upon its face 
shows that it is intended to stigmatize all 
workmen not members of the union, irre- 
spective of their worth or character, it is 
one under which a court of equity will not 
aid in establishing any rights.

Validity of Mortgage on Stock ot Goods. 
—Where a chattel mortgage is given upon 
a stock of groceries, safe, fixtures, pony and 
delivery wagon, which contains a stipulation 
that the property mortgaged shall remain 
in the possession of the mortgagor until the 
default in the payment of the debt thereby 
secured, and, by agreement outside of the

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A New “Trade Mark Law. 


A new trade mark law is 


contem- 


plated in a bill which the House Committee | 


on Patents has decided to report favorably. 
Representative Hall, of Minnesota, will re- 
port the bill to the House, and is preparing 
a careful report showing its leading fea- 
tures. The bill places the registration of 
trade marks and labels upon an equality 
and provides that the same method of 
registration be pursued in regard to both. 
The fee in either case is to be $25. The 
bill applies to trade marks and labels used 
in interstate commerce and commerce with 
the Indian tribes, as well as to foreign com- 
merce, 
effort to meet the objections made by the 
Supreme Court to the constitutionality of 


the old trade mark law, and believes that it 
has met these objections by placing the | 


subject under {the interstate commerce 
clause of the Constitution. The bill repeals 
all existing laws and is a complete codifi- 
cation of the trade mark law. Many pro- 
visions of the old law are re-enacted and 
full penalties are provided for counterfeit- 
ing trade marks and for other violations of 
law. The bill has been framed with great 
care, after consultation with Patent Com- 
missioner Simonds and prominent attorneys 


of New York, Boston and other cities.

ONE of the incidents of the parlia- 
mentary elections now in progress in 


the United Kingdom is of peculiar 
significance. Cable dispatches of the 
7th inst. announce the election of a 


conservative candidate by a majority 
of 3,740 in a district which at the last 
election gave a liberal majority of 620. 
The candidate who achieved this suc- 
cess had previously been defeated five 
times, but on this occasion he advo- 
cated ‘‘fair trade” or protective policy. 
It cannot be denied that this is a re- 
markable occurrence. We do not wish 
to give this incident undue importance, 
but it certainly calls for consideration.

This is the question which concerns 
Brazil, and European business men 
quite understand it. However impor- 
tant European business interests in 
Brazil may be, we question if all of 
them combined can compel that coun- 
try to commit commercial suicide.

COAL.—The Eastern market was some- 
what taken aback by the advance made in 
the price of Anthracite. For the immediate 
present at least it has had the effect of 
bringing trade to a standstill, while before 
a few scattering orders would come iti every 
day. The soft coal trade presents no new 
features. Trade continues very quiet, with 
an order coming in now and then to break 
the monotony. There is plenty of c:al ar- 
riving every day and everyone is well sup- 
plied. At Philadelphia it is said that the 
local and line trade continues dull, but it is 
hoped that a larger distribution will soon 
take place. It is remarked by the whole- 
salers that the prices at that point are now 
25 cents a ton less than at New York ; this, 
with the fact that water freights to the 
Eastward are now practically the same from 
both points, gives to Philadelphia a great 
advantage, and one which must attract or- 
ders thither. At New York there is only a 
hand to mouth business being done, the in- 
crease in prices not being particularly pro- 
ductive of new business. It is the general 
report that there is to be another increase 
tor August and one for September. It may 
be as well to get all that can be had as 
early as possible ; but there are some of the 
conservatives in the trade who do not re- 
gard this rapidity with equanimity. There 
is little to say of soft coal aside from the 
fact that the tonnage is growing and the 
pushing for trade increases.

Plating Copper on Zine. 


Copperplating sheet zinc for building 
purposes has recently been tried abroad 
with considerable success, the process being 
espgcially recommended where mechanical 
wear takes place. The zinc combines very 
well withthecopper. The galvanic method 
of copperplating is advantageously used, 
but the zinc may also be céated with copper 
by ordinary means. 

In the first placethe sheet zinc is cleaned 
with soda from any. adhering dirt or grease 
and is also abe by a’ weak acid 
bath from the covering of zinc oxide. There 
are then dissolved in 24 parts of water 1 
part of refined verdigris and 12 parts of 
tartar, the mixture being heated to boil- 
ing point, after which 3 to 4 pints of 
Spanish white are added. The Spanish 
white is here decomposed, and is precip- 
itated as lime tartrate. The 
liquid is poured off and filtered, and can be 
used either as a bath for the sheet zine or 
for the production of a copperplating paste. 

The first mode of action is the more to be 
recommended, as the fluid forces its way 
into the corners and angles of the zine arti- 
cles, and is uniformly distributed all over.

If it be desired to coat an 
object with copper, the article, after being 
cleaned, is painted with the copper solution 
and chalk compound, and, after drying, 
brushed. This very simple operation would 
likewise prove of value for architectural pur- 
poses where it is desired to remedy the gen- 


erally unpleasing effect of zinc adornments. |

American requirements is a question of the | 


first consideration to architects and their 
clients. What has been actually done to- 
ward making tin plate an actua: American 
product can scarcely be learned from the re- 
ports that have appeared in our daily papers, 
those on one side claiming much more than 
has actually been accomplished, while those 
on the other ridicule whatever has been done 
by manufacturers in this line, both sides 
working on the principle that the tin plate 
business is carried on solely for political 
ends. When we reflect how shrewd and 


careful a business man the Yankee is we | 


cannot but see the absurdity of the position 
taken by either side. The Yankee manu- 
facturer is just as sharp after his dollars as 
the Yankee newspaper man. 

Tocome down to facts and investigate this 
question in the same practical manner that 
we go about other business matters, we find 
that a great business has grown up in the 


last eighteen months, since the McKinley | 


bill went into effect, one that would be 
astonishing in any other country. An ex- 
ample of the way in which this is being 
taken up by the American manufacturers 
may be seen from the article we gave in 
the issue of May 28, ona‘‘ Tin Plate Ma- 
chine.” The chief claim made by those who 


protested that tin plate could not be made | 


in this country has constantly been that we 
could not compete on wages. Our manu- 
facturers, as in this case, answer it by in- 
venting a machine that will do much more 
than make up the difference in wages, and 
do the work even better than can be done 
by hand; not only this, but put the goods 
on the market in more acceptable form. 

In quality the American manufacturer 
not only gives as good, but he is able to 
furnish a plate with a heavier coat than the 
Welsh manufacturer claimed was possible, 
and the high quality of the product already 
made seems destined to make American 

-plates take the first position for quality. 
The new tariff has increased the cost of tin 
to import from $2.50 to $3.50 per box, and, 
as can be readily understood, allows a very 
liberal margin of profit to manufacturers of 
high grade plates. 

A large importer who has interested him- 
self in the manufacture of roofing plates on 
this side the water, to our inquiry on this 
question of quality, replies: ‘‘We must 
confess that the result of our experiments 
has now led us to unhesitatingly assert that 
we can put a far better coated plate as to 
thickness on the American market than 


ported so far.” 


Welsh manufacturers are about to establish 
works in this country, one of whom has al- 
ready brought over his pots and machinery. 
He further says on this point ‘‘that the 
better quality of roofing plates are to be 
made in America, and furthermore, that 
they will always retain their hold in regard 
to quality.”

(Continued. ) 
The oldest process for the softening 
of water is Clark’s, and is applicable, as 


originally introduced, to waters owing 
their hardness to carbonate of lime and 
carbonate of magnesia. As we know, 


these salts are held in solution by dissolved 
carbonic acid, and if we can drive out o1 
absorb the carbonic acid the carbonates are 
precipitated—not entirely, but with the ex- 
Clark’s 
process consists in the addition of sufficient 
lime, preferably in the form of lime water, 
to combine with the carbonic acid, when 
the following change occurs : CaCO,7CO,+ 
CaO —2CaCO;. According to Dr. Frank- 
land, to soften 700 gallons of bicarbonate 
water by this process 1 ounce of quicklime 
is required for each part of temporary 
hardness in 100,000 parts of the water ; that 
is, a water containing 15 grains of car- 
bonate of lime per gallon would require 21.1 
ounces of lime for every 700 gallons in order 
to soften it, or 30.1 ounces per 1,000 gallons. | 
Great care is required to avoid the addition | 
of an excess of limewater, which forms a | 
hard scale, and the last state of that water 
is then worse than the first. 

A case of this kind came under my notice | 
some time ago, the particulars of which will 
illustrate the danger of overstepping the 
mark. A large engineering firm were | 
using a boiler for rapidly raising steam, in | 
which there were a number of small tubes | 
in order to obtain a large heating surface, 
For its use it was found necessary to obtain 
a non-scaling water, otherwise the tubes | 
were continually collapsing. The water | 
originally tried gave the following analy- 
sis :

A firm of specialists on water softening | 
were called in to treat the water. Either | 
through a wide variation in the composition | 
of the water or an error in its analysis the | 
chemicals used were most unsuitable. They | 
consisted of 1 part of well burnt lime to 1% | 
parts of carbonate of soda. After the so- 
called softening the water, on being used in 
the boiler, gave in a very short time a hard, 
smooth scale, almost resembling porcelain ; 
and the collapsing of the tubes was almost 
as frequent as with the unpurified water. 
The scale gave the following results :

The existence together of sodium carbon- 
ate and calcium hydrate in the above water 
could only continue as long as the water re- 
mained cold. On heating in the boiler, the 
carbonate reacted with the lime, forming 
carbonate of lime which scaled, and the ex- 
cess of lime also scaled, giving an incrusta- 
tion of the composition shown. The ob- 
vious remedies of discontinuing the addition 
of the lime and the warming of the water 
were suggested, and the water has worked 
satisfactorily since the change. 

Where waters owe their hardness to both 
carbonate and sulphate of lime, the solution 
of lime water is not infrequently mixed 
with caustic soda, or carbonate of soda, the 
proportions of these substances depending 
on the quantity and relative proportions of | 
the incrusting salts. Sodium hydroxide 
may, with advantage, be used alone, where 
the amount of bicarbonate of lime is pres- 
ent in quantities equivalent to the amount 
of sulphate of lime, that is, in the propor- 
tion of 144 parts of bicarbonate to 136 parts 
of sulphate. The action of the caustic soda 
is first to precipitate the bicarbonate of

lime as the normal carbonate, carbonate of 
soda being formed at the same time, which 
reacts with the sulphate, forming sulphate 
of soda and insoluble carbonate of lime. 
In using caustic soda, great care must be 
exercised in avoiding an excess, as it attacks 
the fittings more rapidly than the carbonate, 
causing leakage and pitting. 

In dealing with waters that owe their 
hardness almost entirely to sulphate of lime, 
carbonate of sodais the chemical most gen- 
erally used, the action being as follows : 
CaSo,+Na,Cos;—CaCos+NasSo.. Theaction 
takes place only partially in the cold, but 
on heating to 160° Fahr. complete precipi- 
tation of the lime according to the above 
statement takes place. 

The following table shows the reduction 
of hardness effected in a water, the analy- 
sis of which is given above, when treated 
with carbonate of soda, and’ also the in- 
fluence of temperature :

Carbonate of soda cannot well be em- 
ployed alone to soften water containing 
more carbonates of lime and magnesia than 
sulphate of lime, as carbonate of soda is 
left in the purified water, which is objec- 
tionable. In such cases the excess of alkali 
may be removed by lime. 

Other reagents besides caustic soda, 
caustic lime and carbonate of soda have 
been proposed for the softening of water, 
notably phosphate of soda and chloride of 
barium, but chiefly on account of their cost 
have not come into general use, like the 
first mentioned substances. 

At the present time phosphate of soda is 
quoted at £15 15s. per ton, and its use as a 
softener, except for special purposes, is 
therefore out of the question. Barium 
chloride, for a similar reason, is also re- 
stricted in its application, the present value 
Its faction con- 
sists in the precipitation of the sulphates as 
sulphate of baryta. The sulphuric acid in 
combination with soda is thus precipitated, 
as well as that in combination with the 
| lime, which means unnecessary consump- 
tion of the reagent. 

A further objection to the use of barium 
chloride is its inability to remove magne- 
sium from the water, this metal being left 
in the water in the objectionable form of 


chloride of magnesium. The precipitated | 


sulphate of barium falls in an exceedingly 
fine state, and consequently very large set- 
tling tanks and a long interval of time are 
required for clearing the water. Even then 
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the settling of the precipitate is not satis- 
factory unless heat be applied. 

We now come to consider the prevention 
and reduction of scale by the far more gen- 
erally adopted plan of passing some chemi- 
cal directly into the boiler, either at the 
commencement of a working week, in 
quantity, or continuously along with the 
feed. The latter plan is infinitely to be 
preferred wherever possible, particularly if 
the chemical and feed pass through the 
heater, the softening of the water then 
taking place to a certain extent outside the 
boiler, large quantities of the precipitated 
salts remaining in the heater. The prac- 
tice of adding to the boiler at the com- 
mencement of the week what is judged to 
be sufficient composition for several days is 
not to be recommended, causing, in the case 
of caustic compositions, the boiler to kick, 
and also the fittings to be attacked and cor- 
roded by the alkali. This custom might be 
paralleled in ordinary life toa man taking 
his breakfast, dinner, tea and supper at a 
sitting. Such a practice would certainly 
save time and trouble. 

There are innumerable substances in the 
market as boiler compositions, which 
roughly fall into three divisions, according 
to the manner in which they act, as regards 
the prevention of scale: 1. Those sub- 
stances which aim at precipitating the in- 
crusting salts from the water in such a 
form that they may be blown out of the 
boiler by the judicious use of the blow-off 
cock. To this class belong the inorganic 
compounds such as the salts of sodium, 2. 
Those substances which have a mechanical 
action, rather than a chemical one, prevent- 
ing the precipitated incrusting salts from 
uniting into a hard mass.. To this class be- 
long potatoes, dextrine, starch, &c. 3. 
Those substances which, when added to the 
water, increase the solubility of the incrust- 
ing salts, and thus, either entirely or par- 
tially, prevent their deposition. To this 
class may be assigned gelatin, and also 
sugar, which with lime salts forms soluble 
saccharate of lime. Of course these divisions 
are not hard and fast ones, for substances 
classed as merely mechanical no doubt re- 
act chemically as well, while the sugars 
and gelatine act mechanically in prevent- 
ing the hardening of any deposit that may 
form. In practice it is usual to mix the 
precipitating salts with some form of or- 
ganic matter, no doubt in some cases with 
| the twofold object of disguising the weak- 
| ness of the solution, and also preventing 
the adhesion and cohesion of the precipitat- 
ed salts, and where the ofganic matter is 
harmless such an addition for the latter 
| purpose is decidedly to be recommended. 
| Caustic soda or carbonate of soda along 


| with some form of organic matter enters 


| 
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very largely into the majority of composi- 
tions on the market. The use of these 
substances with carbonate waters is not to 
be recommended, as the alkali, after 
doing its work, still remains in the water 


and if allowed to become concentrated 
causes priming and also attacks the 
fittings, setting up a series of reactions 


to which allusion has already been made. 
‘Where sulphate of lime is also present in 
the water in quantities in excess of the 
carbonate, then doubt a

advisable to have organic matter 
in the composition to mechanically prevent 
the precipitated carbonate from cohering 
and adhering. With acid waters, carbonate 
of soda gives excellent results when added 
in suitable proportions. Silicate of soda or 
soluble glass is not unfrequently used as an 
anti-incrustator, its action being the pre- 
cipitation of the lime and magnesia as sili- 
cates. 

Mr. Paul states that in certain cases the | 
precipitate sets hard, but the use of organic 
matter along with it would, I believe, 
effectually prevent this. Of course excess 
must be carefully guarded against. Tan- 
nate of soda is highly recommended as a 
boiler composition, its action being the pre- 
cipitation of the. lime, as tannate of lime. 
This separates as a loose deposit, which 
does not adhere to the plates, and can 
therefore be blown out. Tannic acid, un-

Like severa] 
other very useful anti-incrustators, its cost 
renders the extensive application of it too 
great aluxury. There appear, howeyer, t, 
be prospects of this being sufficiently re. 
duced to bring it into practical use. Pota. 
toes, starch, dextrine, are frequently useq 
in boilers, with or without soda. They form 
a slimy deposit on the precipitated salts 
thus preventing their setting into a hard 
scale. It has already been noted that 
sugary matter owes its efficiency as an anti- 
incrustator to the formation of soluble sac. 
charate of lime with the incrusting salts, 
thus preventing their deposition. Gelatin 
also acts by retaining the sulphate of lime 
contained in the water in solution, that sub- 
stance being more soluble in a water con. 
taining gelatin. It is said by Mr. Paul to

The fact is 
the price charged for most compositions 
ers their application in anything like 
ictical quantities far tooexpensive a proc- 
and a thorough revision of charges is 
sadly needed. Since 106 grains of carbonate 
of soda will precipitate the lime of 136 grains 
f sulphate of lime as carbonate of lime the 
quantity of solution used should be calcu- 
lated on reactions of this kind, together 
with a knowledge of the amount of feed 
water required per hour by the boiler and 
not on the horse power of the boiler. Di- 
rections as to the quantity of composition to 
be used, based on the horse power, are very 
often issued with the concoctions and are 
practically valueless, as the mineral matter 
to be precipitated varies widely with differ- 
ent waters, and of this such directions take 
no account. Respecting the damage done 
to a boiler by allowing the soluble salts to 
become highly concentrated, suffice it to say 
that a strong saline solution is much more 
likely to bring about a series of reactions 
which will produce corrosion than a. weak 
one, and should therefore be avoided. The 
examination of the water in a boiler at the 
end of arunin a case where soluble salts 
are present in large quantities often shows 
that curious reactions have taken place, and 
these frequently throw a light on the in- 
juries sustained by the plates. 

With a careful preparation of the com- 
position to suit the particular character of 
the water, and its application in the re- 
quired quantities, much may be done to re- 
duce the evils of incrustatation; but it 
must be remembered that the scale forming 
salts are precipitated in the boiler, and un- 
less removed promptly there is always the 
danger of their adhering to the plates. 

With very bad waters, such as the one 
given below, which is being used by a firm, 
it becomes a question whether it would not 
be areal economy to purify the water by 
some form of water softener, and so keep 
the incrusting salts out of the boiler al- 
together :

Moreover, the use of chemicals in the 
boiler, where they are exactly suited to the 
water, in kind and quantity, is but an im- 
perfect remedy ; and it is certain that the 
empirical application of compositions can 
rarely be beneficial, but on the contrary 
may intensify the evils that their addition 


is intended to minimize.

Boiler Tubes. 


It will not do to say tubes are of no 
use in a boiler, because every fireman knows 
that his boiler will steam better after his 
tubes are cleaned out, but it is no doubt a 
fact that tubes in a horizontal tubular boiler 
are not very efficient heating surface. When 
it is considered that a great portion of the 
heat enters the water over the fire and bridge 
wall and impinges against the back head 
there is not much leftfor thetubes. Flame 
cannot exist in the tubes, and it is only by 
contact of the hot gases that the tube gives 
heat to the water. There appears little gain, 
then, in making a large number of small 
tubes in a boiler, as some suppose, especial- 
ly if the draft is thereby impaired. 

A device is being introduced, for which 
much is claimed, that has for its purpose to 
divert the column of gases into the lower 
tubes, as it is well known now that their 
tendency is to crowd through the upper 
tubes. Not only is more of the heat claimed 
to be given to the water, but from having 
the heat given at the bottom of the boiler 
to preveht the violent ebullition at or near 
the water line, and consequent carrying of 
water over into the steam. This is giving 
more credit of heating to the tubes than we 
can give them credit for, and so far as we 
are concerned we should say the shell gave 
heat enough to the bottom of the body of 
water, and the centre and top needed more, 
and we have no fear of exceedingly wet 
steam being produced if the boiler is not 
driven to death.—/ndustrial World.

, Thermostat. 





A temperature regulator manufac- 
tured by the Curtis Regulator Company, 


| Boston, Mass.,is herewith illustrated. This 


thermostat will control any temperature 
from 0° to 300°. It can easily be adapted 
to steam or hot water boilers, or for con- 
trolling the temperature of dry rooms or 
any other locality which requires automatic 
control. 

With it any kind of lever valve or damper 
can be used with quick or slow opening as 
may be desired. One thermostat will con- 
trol several valves, opening some and clos- 
ing others at the same time if required. 

One degree change of temperature pro- 
duces sufficient movement to do the work, 





| and the power is unlimited, as the thermo- 
stat controls street or tank pressure or air, 
and that pressure does the work through 
the medium of the expansion and contrac- 
tion of a simple metallic tube, which may 
be screwed directly into the boiler or heater, 
or into the circulating pipe near the boiler, 
or exposed to the air of a room or dryer. It 
works well vertical, horizontal or on its 
side. 

In low pressure steam heating boilers it 
is put into the circulating pipe to the radi- 
ators. In hot water heating boilers the 
thermostat is often put into the equalizing 





pipe between the top and bottom of the 
| boiler or directly into the boiler, whichever 
is most convenient. In dry rooms and 
greenhouses it is fastened to the wall verti- 
| cally or extends horizontally into the room. 

The temperature is set with a hand wheel, 
turning in for less temperature and turning 
out for greater temperature, and when 
once set will open and close the valves or 
dampers whenever the temperature in con- 
| tact with the thermostat changes. 

The mechanism consists of a five-eighth 
inch brass tube, containing a steel rod, 
which latter transmits the variation of 
length in the tube to a lever, which multi- 
plies them fourfold, the whole being very 
strong and without a particle of lost motion. 
The valve is perfectly simple, but of such 
construction that a movement of one-one- 
hundredth of an inch is ample to set in 
motion the operating force of water, steam 
or air to do the required work. 

It is a simple and sensitive device and 
the illustration shows one of its many adap- 
tations. The casting is threaded to fol- 
low an inch pipe tap, and the metallic tube 
is suspended in the fluid to be controlled. 
The steam valve is normally held open by 
astrong spring. Increase of temperature 
expands the tube and lets on the street or 
other pressure to the flexible top of the 
valve, and forces the valve to its seat. Re- 
duction of temperature cuts off the pressure 
and opens the valve, using agill of water to 
close and open the valve which controls the 


steam to the coil.

Composition for Cleaning Wall 
Paper. 





This invention has for its object to 
provide a new and improved detergent of a | 
plastic nature or putty-like consistency for 
cleaning wall paper, calcimining, frescoing 
and the like, and absorbing the dirt re- 
moved, so that particles will not drop from 
walls or ceilings upon the floor or upon ar- 
ticles of furniture in the apartment. 

It also has for its object to provide a new 
and improved detergent of a floury and 
plastic nature or putty-like consistency, 
which is self preserving and wherein the 
odor of the cooked flour is counteracted by 
a disinfectant ingredient, and the compound 
is colored dark to avoid the unsightly ap- | 
pearance of a white compound when used 





for a short time in cleaning wall paper and 
other material or objects. 

It consists, essentially, in a plastic com- 
position for cleaning wall paper and the 
like composed of partially cooked flour, 
chloride of sodium (common salt), and pul- 
verized naphthaline mixed together into a 
homogeneous mass. 

Rye and wheat flour are mixed together 
into a dough, which is then partially cooked 
or baked and the crust removed. To the 
cooked or baked rye and wheat flour chlo- 
ride of sodium (common salt) and powdered 
or pulverized naphthaline are added, and 
into the mixture corn meal and burnt um- 
ber are introduced. The proportions of the 
several ingredients may be largely varied, 
but the following formula will give good 
results : One pound of rye flour, 1 pound of 
wheat flour, 1 ounce of chloride of sodium 
(common salt), one-half ounce of solid naph- 
thaline properly pulverized, 1 ounce of corn- 
meal, one-eighth of an ounce of burnt umber. 

The chloride of sodium is a cleaning me- 
dium and also preserves the compound or 
composition. The pulverized naphthaline 
makes the compound or composition of an 
absorbent nature, aids in preserving the 
same, and operates as a disinfectant, while 
it counteracts the odor of the partially 
baked or cooked flour. The cornmeal and

Patents. 





After making all due allowance for pat- 
ents taken out for good reasons not readily 
apparent to others it must be evident to 
anyone who occasionally looks over an 
Official Patent Journal that many patents 
are granted every week upon devices that 
are utterly and hopelessly worthless and 
for which the inventors can never reason- 
ably hope to get back a single cent of the 
money expended upon them. This is of 
course largely due to the fact that so large 
a proportion of the patents taken out are 
for the inventions of persons entirely unac- 
quainted with the particular line of work or 
business to which the patent relates. But 
it is also true that, says an American paper, 
many of these worthless patents are granted 
to those who should know their worthless- 
ness and who probably would perceive it 
if before applying for a patent they would 
give themselves sufficient time to thor- 
oughly investigate, by actual trial or other- 
wise, the question of practical merit. The 
idea is altogether too prevalent that there 
is no time for this preliminary investigation 
or trial, and that when a new idea is con- 
ceived, presumably valuable, the only safe 
course is to rush immediately for a patent 
attorney’s office and get an application filed. 

The fact is that the inventor, in propor- 
tion as he considers his invention to be im- 
portant, should use the utmost care, either 
by instructing his agent to make a thorough

| less patents issued, and much money would 
| be saved by those who usually need all they 
There seems to be an inclination 
upon the part of some to blame the patent | 
agents for the large number of worthless 
patents, and some of them by their highly 
colored advertisements do undoubtedly | 
stimulate the business of taking out absurd | 
patents, but at the same time many obvi- 
ously worthless patents are solicited by | 
them for much the same reason that doctors | 
sometimes prescribe medicines, 7 ¢., not | 
because the patient needs them, but be- | 
cause he expects them, and will have them 
before he will be satisfied, in which case | 
bread pills and agua pura answer every 
purpose.—/nvention.

Ventilation of Boiler Rooms. | 





Proper ventilation of engine and boiler 
matter of great importance. The heat gen- | 
erated in these rooms from the combustion 
of the fuel, from the radiation of the fur- 
naces, boilers, steam pipes, heaters, engines 
and dynamos is intense. Furthermore, 
there is an odor of oil and of escaping 
vapors of steam and of paint under high 
temperature. 

The detrimental effect of these conditions 
is felt in various ways. Heat and noxious 
vapors are transmitted to rooms adjoining 
and above the boiler and engine rooms, | 
and are offensive to the occupants of the 
building. Frequently ducts which are pre- 
sumed to transmit cold air to other rooms 
in the building pass through the engine and 
boiler rooms, and thus the air is heated in 
transit and -enters these rooms warm, in- 


effect is lost. 

Again, in electric plants, the dynamos be- 
come inefficient when the temperature of 
the room is excessive. Lastly, and not | 


ingly, which is not only annoying and detri- | 


handling of the plant, for men cannot do 
their best work and look out for their em- 
ployer’s interests under conditions which 
cause them physical and mental discomfort. | 
Any proper system of ventilation of boiler 
and engine rooms, especially if the rooms 
are located in cellars of large buildings, re- 
quires the bringing in of fresh air to dilute 
and cool the atmosphere in the rooms, and 


Either system alone | 


will not answer. If air is supplied under | 





and freshed, but the still heated air and | 
noxious vapors will be distributed with 
greater force to the rest of the building. 

If an exhaust system alone is used, and it 
is sufficiently powerful, the heat and the 
noxious vapors will be partially removed | 
and will certainly not distribute elsewhere 
than in the room, but the air which will be 
drawn into the boiler and engine rooms will 
not necessarily be pure air and certainly 
not cold air, and thus the temperature of 
the room will not be sufficiently lowered and 
the air not be fresh enough. If one system 
alone is to be used, the exhaust is the best, 


| but neither system alone really meets the 


need. 
The most satisfactory way of bringing in 


| the air is to distribute it by means of gal- 
| vanized iron ducts to yarious portions of the 


and exhaustive search in the patent records, | 


or by undertaking this duty himself, as 
well as by familiarizing himself with all 
the details of the trade or line which his in- 
vention affects, to render its novelty, utility 
and practicability not a speculation only, 
but, as far as possible, a certainty. 

If this were more generally understood 


room, nét as is frequently practiced, by 
having one large inlet at one end of the 
room. These galvanized iron ducts should 
have outlets at those places where the men 
are principally at work, for instance, near 
the engine cylinders, near the dynamos, 
near the furnaces, and preferably, the hori- | 
zontal transmitting ducts being near the 
ceiling, there should be funnels with regis- 
ters or dampers led to a height just above 
the men’s heads. 

The transmitting fresh air ducts in the 
engine and boiler rooms should be well cov- 
ered with non-conducting material, for it is 
essential, especially in the summer time, 
that the air which enters the boiler and en- 
gine rooms be pure air from without, and 
not of higher temperature than the external 
atmosphere. 

To create a proper circulation, the ex- 
haust system from the boiler and engine 
rooms should also be arranged with cor- 
responding outlets at the various parts of 
the room, these outlets connected by gal- 
vanized iron ducts with the main exhaust 
flue. Thus is insured a circulation and dis- 
tribution of air to all parts of the room. 

The galvanized .iron vent ducts do not, 
of course, need to be covered with non-con- 
ducting material. All the inlets and out- 
lets should have their separate shut off 
registers or dampers, so as to be easily un- 
der contro] of the engineer. 

There can be no better investment for 
the owner of a steam and electric plant 
than to have the engine and boiler rooms 
properly ventilated. The first cost of 


such an institution will bear him a hand- 
some return in the smooth running of the

creased comfort of the tenants and the 


| greater welfare of his employees.
